RESOLUTION 

No. J-11011/8/72-PPD. — The Government of India 
Resolution No. l(78)/69-PPD dated 11th May, 1970 
sets out the pricing arrangement for petroleum products 
which has b^n in force since June 1, 1970, initially 
for a period of three years, to be extended for a fur- 
ther period or periods at the discretion of the Govern- 
ment. The period of validity of the present pricing 
ari-angement which was to expire on May 31, 1973 has 
been extended upto May 31, 1974. 

2. The Government of India has now decided to set 
up a new Oil Prices Committee to examine, in the light 
of developing world trends in the availability and pric- 
ing of crude oil and petroleum ptoducts and the 
existing practices in India and recommend a pricing 
policy that would be practicable and flexible enough to 
meet extra-otdinary situations that may arise, simulta- 
neously taking into account the impacts of product 
prices on the critical areas of the industrial and agricul- 
tural sectors. 

3. ^ Among other relevant matters the Committee -will 
particularly examine and repolrt upon : 

Ci) (a) the determinatioD of the cx-reflnery prices 
of refined petroleum products including 
Paraffin Wax, MLO, TDO, MTO and 
JBO/SBP Spirits produced by the reflneri- 
es whether on the basis of import parity 
as hitherto or by the adoption of any offier 
appropriate method with due regard to the 
capacity/facilities at the various ports to 
receive oil tankers of different sizes; 


(b) the determination of the price at which 
indigenously produced chide oil should 
be transferred to the refineries, as the 
pooled price of the imported and the 
indiegnously produced crude oil would be 
one of the determiqents for the price of 
the refined products. 

fc) detehnination of shrinkage allowance on 
Motor Spirit/High Speed Diesel Oil at 
high altitudes; 

(d) need for reimbursement of Inland trajns- 
portation cost of imported crude for the 
use of inland refineries (like Mathura, 
Balrauni, Koyali refineries) and if it is 
considered necessary, to suggest an equita- 
ble method of reimbursement, 

(e) ijD cose prices are to be based on the 
import parity basis, whether the monthly 
freight variations to be adjusted through 
C&F Account should be on a notional 
basis as hitherto or at actuals foir each 
refineries and whether this freight adjust- 
ment should be given to any refinery pur- 
chasing indigenous crude on other thap 
import parity basis i.e. at a price lowelr or 
higher than import parity prices.
